We have bu 
few old churches loft, tlio others harto 
either fallen before tlio devouring eloraou 
or Kuccumbcd lo tho irresistible umrch 
public improvement. 


Tho old Ohnuncy Pluco church, ove 


whoso site swept tho great firo of 1872,was 
distinguished edifice, 
It Blood upon Ian 


which onco formed R part of tho garden o 
tho Bev. Dr. Ghauncy,. who was also one o 
its pustors, nnd from whom tho place an 
tho church took their names. 


Hero, in former days, tho voices of no 


only Dr. Chauncy, but also of tho Re 
Messrs. Clark, Frothiiighnm nud John Co 
ton, fell year after year upon tho audieuci 
that throngfid this ancient tomplo. 


Very early iu the history of this church 


tho famous "Thursday lectures" wore e 
tablished, preached by tho Boston uiinist 
rial association. On lecture days, prior 
the sermon, it was then customary for th 
town clerk to repair to tho gallery of th 
house and there publicly to proclaim th 
marriage contracts. Whan a boy I used t 
frequent this bouse on lecture clays to asce 
tain who of my friends contemplated matr 
mony, but J wits very often disappointed i 
not hearing the expected nnmos. Some wor 
wicked enough to say that, for n considers 
tion, tho clerk, on ai riving at that portio 
of tho list of publishments containing co 
tain names, would bo attacked by such a ] 
of coughing that he could not speak tl 
names, or else would havo such an unusual 
large sized frog in his throat that his voic 
was completely inaudible. 


Tho Old South church, 
on Washingto 


street, was saved from the ravages of th 
memorable firo of November, and her lof 
spire still points toward the clouds. 
In th 


troubles of 1775 tho British caralry took po 
session of this edifice and converted its in 
terior into a riding school, with a liquor ba 
in tho gallery. 
An old lady who passed tha 


way daily, used to stop aud expostulate wit 
the sokl'ers in thoir sacrilegious work, an 
at ono tinio tola them that tho good D 
Se\vaH,(oii6of their former ministers) \voul 
rise from his gnivo and appear to them 
Soon after a superstitious Scotchman wi 
on guard, and late at night got terribl 
frightened at something ho imagined ho saw 
Whereupon ho discharged his gun, sot up 
hue and cry, and lied. This raised the go' 
ernor's life guard, posted ut tho Old Provint 
House, notir by, nnd a geuernl commotio 
ensued throughout Ibo town. 
On bein 


questioned, the Scotchman said ho saw ft; 
preaching n venerable old mnn. in a grer 
wig and gown, find he was only pacified b 
being told that Dr. Sewfill never dressed i 
that way.

as tho Boston post oinco, the iuterior bavin 
been somewhat nHeriicl, although the doub' 
tier of gftllerifs anil the old sounding boar 
still ronmia. 
King's chnpol, or the ston 


cliupel ns it is most commonly called, lifts j 
dark nnd uninviting form at tho corner o 
School anil 'Fremont streets.

It v.'us formerly tho place o 
worship of tho i-uiblic functionaries, aud i
